comprising: 

a d e tachabl e cable reeling device adapt e d to b e e l e ctrically coupl e d to a 
comput e r and s e l e ctiv e ly coupl e d to anyon e of a plurality of p e riph e ral d e vic e s, having a 
housing and a communication cable wound in a first portion of said housing , said 
communication cable including a first end and a second end respectively connecting with 
a first connector and a second connecto r, said communication cable a»d being e xt e nsibly 
wound in the housing with at least one extractable said first end being retractably 
extendable from said housing, said housing having a receiving space formed in a second 
portion thereof, said second portion of said housing being disposed adjacent to said first 
portion of said housing : and 

on input a mouse device detachably coupled with a front portion of th e 
reeling device to said housing in said receiving space , rtad said mouse device having a 
third connector electrically coupl e d to th e r ee ling d e vic e connected to said second 
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connector , said r ee ling mouse device being separable from said housing and said third 
connector being disconnected from said second connector independently operable with 
r e gard to, said input d e vic e, wherein said cable reeling device is then independently 
operable to electrically coupl e s couple anyone of a said plurality of peripheral devices to 
a said computer. 

Claim 2 (Currently amended): The computer peripheral with cable reeling device 
as claimed in claim 1, wherein the housing of th e r ee ling devic e has a receiving portion 
e xtending th e r e from, th e r e c e iving portion is form e d with ofthe housing has a through 
hole formed therein , and the input mouse device is r e c e iv e d on th e r e c e iving portion of 
th e r ee ling d e vic e has a position sensor aligned with said through hole .

Claim 4 (Original): The computer peripheral with cable reeling device as claimed 
in claim 3, wherein the first coimector, the second coimector and the third coimector are 
USB connectors.

Claim 6 (Original): The computer peripheral with cable reeling device as claimed 
in claim 1, wherein the reeling device has a switch unit for controlling drawing out of the 
communication cable with one end or two ends.

Claim 9 (Currently amended): The computer peripheral with cable reeling device 
as claimed in claim 1, wh e r e in th e input dovicc has a main body and further comprising 
an upper shell disposed on the main body, the main body having a circuit unit mounted 
therein, the upper shell having a l e ft button and a right button mounted thereon, and the 
main body and th e upp e r sh e ll e ngag e d with th e r ee ling d e vic e , wh e r e in th e circuit unit 
has a l e ft button switch mating with th e l e ft button, a right button switch mating with th e 
right button, and a wh ee l e xpos e d outsid e th e upp e r sh e ll cover overlaying said housing, 
said upper cover being releasably coupled to said first portion of said housing and 
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extending over said receiving space and defining operable buttons depressible to operate 
corresponding switches of said mouse device . 

Claim 10 (Currently amended): The computer peripheral with cable reeling 
device as claimed in claim 9, wherein the main body said mouse device and the upper 
sbeli cover are respectively each formed with a respective plurality of posts on a bottom 
portion thereof, and th e said posts being respectively releasablv engaged with 
corresponding engaging holes formed in the housing of th e r ee ling d e vic e.

Claim 12 (Currently amended): The computer peripheral with cable reeling 
device as claimed in claim iA- 1, wherein the main body mouse device is formed with a 

plurality of posts on a bottom portion thereof for r e sp e ctiv e ly e ngaging respective 
releasable engagement with corresponding engaging holes formed in the receiving 
portion of said housing of th e r ee ling d e vice . 
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
